Pollce 
beatings, whether in Hong- 
kong or Hungary, are to be 
strongly deplored and if 
they are not the practice of 
the local force—even on the 
smallest seale—then this is 
one point that needa to be 
driven home in the public's 
mind. 


High Standards 


OR this question touches 
on another—and that is the 
reluctance of a darge part 
of the Chinese public — to 
come forward and co-operate 
with the Police. It in known, 
for example that some Chin- 
ese submit to coercion by 
Triad Socleties rather than 
inform the Police of the 
attempts of intimidation 
that are made upon them. 
And there aro the frequent 
allegations of bribery—per- 
haps jn some cases, shecr 
slander—but surely not all 
ean, be so easily diamissed. 
The Police are admittedly: only 
human, subject to tempta- 
tion: like anyono else, But 
bribery can become a prob- 
lem ina country or territory 
like Hongkong where wages 
are low. ‘To the credit of 
the Force, the aternest mea- 
sures onre taken against 
known offenders and this 
must act os ao deterrent. 
But it in diMcult to escape the 
conclusion that tho Force 
would enjoy a‘higher re 
putation If public trust in 
the Force wore moro ob- 
vious, if its relations with 
tho public were better, and 
if harmful notions of the 
kind mentioned abovo did 


not so easily gain currency. | th 


It may only bo public mis- 
conceptions that the Police 
have to correct, but whethor 
foct or fancy the Force can- 
not afford to leave the 
i people of Hongkong. in

Now after two anda half years- of sweat and toil, the firgE phase of 
Hongkong’s new airport project nears the final stages. 


The runway promontory, 
which was begun in Febru- 
ury 1966, is scheduled for 
completion within the © first 
tivo weeks in September. All 
that remains to be finished 
on the actual runway is the 
300-foot concrete threshold 
at the seaward end, and the 
laying of some 80 acres of 
griuss sod. 


Around and about the 
present airport there can 
be seen signs of activity 
pointirig to the next stages 
of the construction of the 


$125 million airport pro-. ~ 


ject. F 
Across the runway from 
the present airport termi 
al, construction and excava- 
tion work is in-progress on 
the former Hongkong 
Auxilisry Air Force site. 

It is planned that — this 
aren will be the freight and 
mail section of the proposed 
new airpo The freight 
buildings will be used as a 
temporary terminal until 
the new terminal 1s com- 
pleted. 


The Hongkong Aireraft 
Engineering Company will 
niso have their hangars and 
workshops near these 
buildings. Thus the terminal, 
the freight and mall 
buildings and the = main- 
tenance section will run in 
n line parallel to Clearwater 
Buy Road. * 

A temporary control tower 
ja at present under con- 
struction just off the road 
into Kai Tak.

The Director -of — Civil

GROUNDS FOR OPTIMISM 


INDO-CHINA STEAM CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT

to have to report that this trend has continued through 
the early months of the current year,” said Mr H. D. M. 
Barton, Chairman of the Board of Directors, in his report 
to sharcholders of the Indo-China Steam Navigation Co., 


Ltd. at the annual mecting this morning. 
“The world is sufferihg ‘today from the basic economic ill of supply ex- 
ceeding demand and the shipping industry 


Barton added. 


“Unless therefore some unex- 
pected event occurs to alter the 
situation, I can see no Im- 
mediate prospect of any im- 
provement in the carings post- 
lon.” 

Mr Barton remarked that the 
year starled poorly ana al- 
though no effort would be 
spared to ensure that the com- 
pany continued to carry a fair 
share of the cargoes available 
in the trade, he was afrald the 
outlook for the rest of the year 
afforacd ‘no grounds for 
optiniam, 

He added: “During the second 
half of 1957, the fall in the 
movement of cargo coupled 
with the increase In new ton- 
nage resulted In one of the most 
sudden declines recorded in th 
shipping trade. 7 

“Fortunately this ss not re- 
flected in the accounts of the 
year under revlew, thanks to 
the boom conditions that per- 
tained during the first part of 
the year.” 


Hampered 

Mr Barton continued: 
The .Company continued to 
sccure its fair share of the cargo 


offering on our oldest trade 
route, the Bay of Bengal/Japan 
Service. These operations, how- 
ever, continued to be hampered 
by the slow turn round at some 
of the ports of gall. 

This situation was greatly 
oggruvated during the latter 
the year following the 
discovery in Calcutta of a large 
amount of gold which had been 
smuggled on board one of our 
ships, Although neither — the 
Company nor the Ship’s Officers 
were incany way at foult the 
Indian Authorities imposed a 
very heavy fine on ourselves, 
the Owners, in Meu of confisca- 
tion of the ship on the grounds 
that places for secreting con- 
traband existed’ in the vessel.
